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Principars  Message 


E.D.S.S.  always  has  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  "good,  sound  school".  This,  of  course,   was  because  our  gradu- 
ates who  continued  to  post-secondary  education  were  outstanding  in  the  colleges  or  universities  of  their  choice.  Our 
vocational  graduates  were  regarded  by  employers  as  very  capable  and  conscientious.  Our  athletes  have  enjoyed  much 
success  beyond  our  school  walls.  Our  graduates  have  been  good  citizens.  This  was  accomplished  at  E.D.S.S.  by  a 
school  system  which  is  now  being  phased  out  of  existence  in  Ontario  and  which  is  to  be  replaced  by  the  "credit  system". 

The  new  system  will  eliminate  grades  and  lock-step  classes  as  we  know  them.  The  Branches  of  Study:  Arts  & 
Science,  Business  and  Commerce,  Science  Technology  and  Trades  will  disappear.  Five-year,  Four-year  and  Two-year 
courses  will  be  phased  into  a  new  multi-level  scheme.  In  short,  the  whole  school  structure  will  be  changed. 

The  basic  elements  in  the  new  pattern  (as  stated  by  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education)  are; 

-  "the  utilization  of  a  CREDIT  SYSTEM  as  a  means  to  greater  freedom  of  student  choice  within  an  expanding  range  of 
curricular  choices;  (27  credits  taken  at  any  year  level,  at  any  level  of  difficulty  will  earn  a  Secondary  School  Gradua- 
tion Diploma). 

-  the  organization  of  student  curricular  choices  on  the  basis  of  broad  AREAS  OF  STUDY  to  ensure  awareness  of  each  of 
these  areas  of  man's  experience,  (the  prescribed  "areas"  are  COMMUNICATIONS,  SOCIAL  SCIENCE,  PURE  AND  APPLIED 
SCIENCES  and  ARTS.) 

-  the  ADAPTATION  OF  COURSES  of  study  within  the  school  so  that  a  student  may  be  able  to  choose  a  program  which  will 
allow  him  to  achieve  his  full  potential;  and 

-  the  creation  of  more  flexible  schedule  patterns  permitting  INDIVIDUAL  TIME-TABLES  for  students  in  relation  to  their 
changing  needs  and  interests,  abilities  and  achievements." 

This  new  system  can  be  a  boon  to  E.D.S.S.  if  we  realize  that  the  system  alone  cannot  make  ours  a  good  school  or  a 
bad  school.  It  is  what  we  do  with  or  within  the  system  which  determines  that.  The  change  can  be  refreshing  and 
beneficial  if  we  make  it  so.  Used  wisely,  the  new  system  can  give  students  a  much  broader  choice  of  subjects  and  still 
continue  to  give  them  what  they  need  when  they  graduate.  Students  will  be  able  to  build  on  their  strengths  and  interests, 
avoiding  courses  in  which  they  lack  interest  and/or  ability.  The  inherent  danger  lies  in  a  student's  never  trying  some 
very  important  subject,  perhaps  essential  for  his  further  education.  The  new  system  can  and  undoubtedly  will  eliminate 
courses  and  probably  subjects  which  are  no  longer  needed  for  a  liberal  education.  We  must  beware,  however,  of  killing  a 
subject  simply  because  it  is  difficult  or  because  the  teacher  is  unpopular.  These  are  not  sound  criteria  for  assessing  a 
subject's  real  worth. 

The  old,  traditional  system  produced  good  results  at  Elmira.  I  am  sure  we  can  make  the  new  system  work  even  better. 
Change  is  inevitable.  Neither  an  individual  student  nor  a  school  can  stand  still.  We  must  either  advance  or  fall  back. 
E.D.S.S.  shall  advance!

Leaning  together 

Headpiece  filled  with  straw.  Alas! 

Our  dried  voices,  when 


We  whisper  together 

Are  quiet  and  meaningless 

As  wind  in  dried  glass 

Or  rats'  feet  over  broken  glass 

In  our  dry  cellars." 


One  might  say  that  the  world  consists  of  imperfect  human  beings,  more  or  less  ignorant  of  their  own  selves  and  not  knowing  the  way  to  be 
happy.  If  they  commit  evil,  which  seems  to  them  to  be  worse,  or  obtain  another  good,  which  seems  to  them  to  be  worse,  or  obtain  another 
good,  which  seems  attractive  if  only  because  it  is  not  in  their  possession.  In  Shakespeare's  terms,  the  literary  Macbeth  expressed  the  hoplessness 
of  a  human  being  to  whom  the  universe  no  longer  has  any  meaning. 


"To-morrow  and  to-morrow  and  to-morrow 
Creeps  in  this  petty  pace  from  day  to  day.

Life's  but  a  walking  shadow;  a  poor  player 
That  struts  and  frets  his  hour  upon  the  stage, 
And  then  is  heard  no  more;  it  is  a  tale 
Told  by  an  idiot,  full  of  sound  and  fury, 
Signifying  nothing." 


But  yet,  there  is  a  spark  of  hope.  Remember? 


"You  are  a  child  of  the  universe,  no  less  than  the  trees  &  stars;  you  have  a  right  to  be  here.   And  whether  or  not  it  is  clear  to  you,  no  doubt 
the  universe  is  unfolding  as  it  should.  Therefore  be  at  peace  with  God,  whatever  you  conceive  Him  to  be,  and  whatever  your  labors  and  aspir- 
ations, in  the  noisy  confusions  of  life  keep  peace  with  your  soul.  With  all  its  sham,  drudgery  &  broken  dreams,  it  is  still  a  beautiful  world.  Be 
careful.  Strive  to  be  happy.
